WOLFGANG  AMADEUS  MOZART  SYMPHONY  IN  G  MINOR 

1756-1791 

In  the  June  of  1788  three  years  before  his  death,  Mozart  moved  into  new  Quarters 
pleasant,  quiet  rooms,  wi  h  a  garden;  "I  have  done  more  work  in  the  ten  days  Hiave  lived 
here  than  m  two  mondis  in  my  other  lodgings,"  he  wrote.

GUISEPPE  VERDI.     .  j  «ERI  TU"  from  "THE  MASKED  BALL" 

1813-1901 

"The  Masked  Bali"  is  based  on  the  life  and  death  of  Gustavus  III  of  Sweden,  who  was 
murdered  at  a  masquerade  ball,  and  was  originally  called  "Gustavo  III."  At  the  very  time 
Verdi  was  about  to  produce  the  opera  in  Naples  in  1858,  an  attempt  was  made  to  assassinate 
Napoleon  III,  and  the  Italian  police  prohibited  the  performance  as  too  inciting  to  an  alreadv 
aroused  public.  Verdi  was  induced  to  change  die  locale  from  Sweden  to  pre-Revoluntionary 
Massachusetts,  the  King  became  die  Governor  of  the  Colony,  and  the  tide  changed  to  the 
innocuous   II  Ballo  in  Machera.     The  opera  was  performed  with  acclaim. 

The  great  aria  "Eri  Tu"  (with  die  opening  words,  "Wouldst  diou  stain  so  pure  a  life") 
is  sung  by  the  faidiful  friend  of  the  Governor,  after  his  discovery  of  die  unfaithfulness  of  his 
wife  and  the  Governor  who  are  lovers.  It  is  a  tensely  dramatic  expression  of  tragic  suffering 
and  die  heartbreak  of  disillusion.

attitude  of  understanding  Sibelius  was  fortunate  in  the  title  of  his  first  purely  orche  tral 
composition,  A  Saga  The  connotation  of  the  word  Saga  is  rich.  Who  hears  it  Sut  a 
flashing  image  of  high  adventure?  Or  perhaps  a  picture  of  Viking  warriors  gathered  before 
the  nre  ot  birch  logs  m  some  great  hall,  where  torches  spread  an  uncertain  light  and  all 
lean  to  catch  the  words  of  the  story-teller  among  them;  the  one  who  relates  the  saga  of  some 
past  event,  of  valorous  deeds,  the  history  of  one  great  leader  or  of  distant  conquests  across 
the  open  sea. 

"En  Saga"  has  an  imaginative  introduction  Moderato  assai:  pianissimo  horns  and  bassoon 
move  from  E  to  F  over  a  murmur  of  strings.  Soon  the  first  important  theme  is  heard,  from 
cellos,  basses  and  bassoon,  while  the  higher  strings,  much  divided,  keep  up  their  restless 
interweaving.  This  theme  is  very  characteristic  of  Sibelius-he  had  early  realized,  it  seems, 
the  power  of  the  repeated  note;  this  first  theme  has  one  note  repeated  three  times,  and  in 
the  third  important  theme  used  in  this  work,  the  first  tone  is  repeated  four  times.  The  main 
body  of  the  Tone  Poem  is  Allegro  and  as  this  section  is  reached  and  extended  the  tension 
becomes  great.  What  the  plot  is,  as  it  unfolds,  is  a  matter  of  no  importance,  the  story  is 
wordless  but  we  know  it  to  be  full  of  drama,  of  adventure  harsh  and  cruel,  no  quarter  to  die 
weak,  all  glory  to  the  brave.  The  impulse  of  the  music  fades  at]  one  point-the  flute  sounds 
doleful  in  its  lowest  register  and  a  strange  fantasia  for  four  muted  violins  brings,  perhaps,  the 
supernatural  notes.  Then  a  rush  back  to  the  Allegro  which  leads  to  a  tremendous  climax 
with  a  crash  of  cymbals  vibrating.  After  this,  Moderato  tranquillo,  is  die  Coda;  the  clarinet 
has  a  long  solo,  as  if  to  comment  on  the  story  told,  and  quiet  falls  on  the  gathering  in  the 
Great  Hall,  as  the  sound  dies  away  "quasi  niente"—"like  nothing." 

LEO  SOWERBY  THE  IRISH  WASHERWOMAN 

1895- 

In  his  compositions  Leo  Sowerby,  composer  and  organist  of  Chicago,  seems  to  reflect  two 
personalities.  His  serious  works  are  deeply  serious,  convincingly  expressed  in  quite  modem 
harmony,  while  his  use  of  jazz  and  folksong  brings  other  music  into  the  realm  of  everyday. 
"The  Irish  Washerwoman"  is  orchestrated  with  a  wry  humor  and  presents  the  lady  in  a  very 
realistic  manner.
